1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 26 April 2010 has been entered. 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 26 April 2010 has been 
considered by the examiner. 

2. Claims 1, 8, 15-22, 28, 33, 38-42, 49, 50, 52-56, 60-62, 66-68 and 72-81 are pending 
and under consideration. 

Priority Statement

4. Claims 1, 8, 15-22, 28, 33, 38-42, 49, 50, 52-56, 60-62, 66-68 and 72-81 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Seeberger et al (U.S. Pub. No. 2006/00889330). 

Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). 

The claims are drawn to a method of eliciting or inducing an immune response to a 
parasite {Plasmodium) comprising administering an immunogenic composition which comprises 
the inositologlycan domain portion of GPI, which inositolglycan domain portion comprises 
insufficient lipidic domain to induce or elicit said immune response, and which has a terminal 
inositol-phosphoglyceron subsitituted with a positively or negatively charged moiety. 

Seeberger et al teach the claimed compositions and methods of inducing an immune 
response to a parasite, e.g., Plasmodium (Abstract; paragraphs 0013-035). 

5. Claims 1, 8, 15-22, 28, 33, 38-42, 49, 50, 52-56, 60-62, 66-68 and 72-81 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Schofield et al {Nature, Vol. 418, pages 785- 
789, 15August2002). 

The claims are drawn to a method of eliciting or inducing an immune response to a 
parasite {Plasmodium) comprising administering an immunogenic composition which comprises 
the inositologlycan domain portion of GPI, which inositolglycan domain portion comprises 
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insufficient lipidic domain to induce or elicit said immune response, and which has a terminal 
inositol-phosphoglyceron subsitituted with a positively or negatively charged moiety. 

Schofield et al teach the claimed compositions and methods of inducing an immune 
response to a parasite, e.g., Plasmodium (Figure 1; page 785-788).
